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A Host on newspaper recently pub- 
lished an account of two brothers 

living in that city, who, it declares, 
have grown to man's estate without 

ever being able to speak the English 
language, although born in the United 

States o\' American parents, and 
having heard English spoken contin- 
uously. Their VOCal organs have been 
examined by the best specialists and 

found tO be perfectly normal. These 
brothers, it is assorted, speak a lan- 
guage of their own, but which, thus 
far, has been unintelligible t<' e\ 

e. Some words o( the lan- 
guage were given by the journal refer- 
red to, and a philologist would trace 
a resemblance, if nothing more, to 
Sancrit. 

But th« if erred to is not with- 

out its parallel. The writer oi' this 
article saw, on more than one occasion, 
two children, a brother and BU 
living at a little stage station in the 

State of Nevada, who had invented a 

language x^f their own, wbieh they 
constantly used in talking with each 
Other. The girl was 9 or Id years oi' 
age, ami the ir ov two young- 

er. There could be no deception and 
no mistake about the matter.

either Latin or Greek, and, consequent- 
ly, none to the cognate language which 
is called Sanerit. 

The* children were not at all shy 
about talking in the presence o\' stran- 
gers, but they could not be made to 
understand What translation from I 
lish into their language meant They 
understood English, and could and did 

speak it when spoken to ; but they 
either could not or would not give the 

equivalents of -English words m their 
own language. The mother oi' the 
children said she could not in any way 
nut tor this strange linguistic 
freak aid that the first time she 

heard them, and indeed tor many 
times afterward, she paid no attention, 
as she supposed they were "Only jab- 
bering nonsense," as she expressed it,
